But it Takes Time 

Recent autfioritive information 
ta that the construction of wood- 
aa passenger coaches in this 
"Country has practically ceased 
sari that steel caaohes only will 
fee built in tfis fatnre. From 
January 1 to July 1 of this year 
mare than ** per cent of the pas- 
seager coaches ordered were of 
avH steel conatruotioo, the rest 
Wiagof steel auderframe con- 
struction. 

Tbe aggregate annual capacity 



of all the companies prud icing 
steel passenger cars is a total of 
5,800. There are now in use in 
this country between 45,000 and 
50,000 wooden coaches, and at 
present capacity it would rpqnire 
nine years urgent operation of 
these plants to replace this wood- 
en equipment. Several bill.« are 
before Congress proposing to 
compel the exclusive use of stfel 
passenger coaches, but the loos- 
est period allowed in any of these 
hills for such replacement is but 
five years. It takes from five to 
six months to build a steel pas- 
senger coache.
